I ha ve  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my 
Annual  Report  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Sanitary 
Department  for  the  year  ended  31st.  December  19  22. 

NUISANCES. 

A number  of  nuisances  were  discovered  and  dealt 
with  during  the  year. 

At  the  close  of  19  21  there  were  four  unabated 
nuisances  and  138  nuisances  were  found  in  19 22  making  a total 
of  142.  Of  this  number  139  were  abated  leaving  3 outstanding 
at  the  close  of  the  year.

Most  of  the  nuisances  were  abated  without  having 
to  compel  the  abatement  by  Legal  Notices,  but  in  5 cases 
Statutory  Notices  were  served  and  it  was  not  necessary  to 
follow  these  up  by  legal  proceedings. 

UNSOUND  IPOD. 

One  beast  liver  was  found  to  be  diseased,  this  was 
surrendered  and  destroyed. 

PRIVIES. 

Nine  privies  and  three  foul  privy  middens  have  been 
abolished  and  ten  water  closets  and  sanitary  dust  bins 
provided  to  replace  the  same.

In  order  to  expedite  the  conversion  of  privy  middens 
to  Water  Closets,  the  Council  has  decided  to  *dopt  sections 
39.  40.  41.  and  42.  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act 
1907  and  this  work  should  be  put  in  hand  without  delay. 

COWSHEDS.  SLAUGHTER  HOUSES  AND  BAKEHOUSES. 

The  above  premises  have  been  visited  and  they  were 
found  to  be  in  a fairly  clean  state. 

The  bakehouse  is  a modern  one,  but  the  slaughterhouses 
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are  mostly  old  buildings 


Some  of  the  cowsheds  are  very  badly  lighted  and 
ventilated  and  I purpose  asking  the  owners  to  give  these 
matters  their  attention* 

SCAVENGING. 

The  refuse  of  the  District  is  disposed  of  by 
tipping  upon  land. 

The  total  number  of  loads  removed  during  the  year 
was  2691  as  against  2710  and  2817  in  the  two  preceding 
years.  Of  the  2691  loads  1264  were  deposited  on  land 
belonging  to  farmers  and  1427  taken  to  the  Tip  in  Lock  Lane 
as  compared  with  9 42  taken  to  the  Lock  Lane  Tip  the  previous 
year. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  1DRKS. 

A fair  effluent  hag  been  maintained  during  the 


year. 

The  land  was  used  freely  during  the  year  which 
relieved  and  helped  the  filters  very  considerably  in  their 
work  of  purification. 

A new  sludge  pump  is  required  to  replace  the 
existing  pump. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  HOUSING  AND  TO  UN  PLANNING  etc:  ACTS. 

During  the  year  54  houses  were  injected  under  the 
former  and  6 under  the  latter  Act. 

33  of  these  houses  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 
and  22  with  defects  requiring  attention. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  gave  their  sanction  for  10 
scullery  houses  to  be  erected  under  the  State  Aided  Housing 
Scheme  on  the  3ite  purchased  for  Housing  purposes  at  Calverley
